Tho birth ot 
the Greater Britiiin of America hua 
traly been one of Nature's silent worke. 
Other nalioDS have for tho mo^t part 
sprang from Mara. Oors is a child of 
Ooneordio. While other natlooa have, 
only extended their territory and eitab- 
lished their dynasties tbrongb surging: 
Boaa of blood, ours has been stretcliod 
from ocean to ocean without a rw a-d 
being drawn or a Hhot fired— wavo tbul 
alone which pierced tho heart of poor 
Scott. The circumataucoh surroundinir 
its birth are iudood of peaoefal and 
happy augury. Bat one cannot htlp 
remarkiDg the little attention fiach at. 
jinportant event has attracted in the 
Mother Country, and even on this Con- 
tinent, Tho iriiib vvould appear to bo 
that people have eoarcoly yol begun to 
regard the subject in the light of the 
future. The idea that '•"Vfeatward tho 
Btar of Empire takes its way'' i'', in 
tratb, but little realized. Tho luiilions 
already stretching their bands biihor 
IroDi Orieiu and from Occident are Htill 
unseen to those who wiil not look be- 
yond the pii'StMit. But this new nation 
of BritiHh America, ali!iou;;ii the first, 
ii only the first to bo c 'n-ttruoied out c.f 
Her Britannic Majesty's seal tared possess^ 
ions. The g'eat work of Nati(in-mak> 
ing ends noi here. From tno Southern 
Continent ia now heard tho Macedonian 
ci y " Come over and help ns.'' Tho 
great Australasian Colonies are ripe for 
nutional agglomeration. Tho pro- 
gresH of Confederation here bus boi'n 
watched with anxious intoro-t by 
our brother Colonists in tho Smitli, 
and more recent indications toll us ot 
their ilfsire to bo tho next. Hitherto, 
iu AuRtruUsia as hero,individaal endea- 
vor, and the mere ns-^ertion ot bald ab- 
Btraot principles have pruducod litile 
trail. But now that the subjoot has 
been earnestly taken up by tho Ministry 
at Victoria, we may not uuroasonably 
assume tbiit practical discussion will 
spetdily ovolvo itself into praotioil ao- 
lion. With the recent deteit ot tho 
liaCphtTSon Admini iirnuon omca tho 
restoration of Sir Jame^ MoCJulloeh to 
power, but rather at th^> tiead of n m 
eraio coaliiion party tliaii as a leadaf oi' 
extreme Do uocraoy. A Ministry no 
formed has wi oiy chonen Oonledora- 
ti'iD as one of ibe Barest rallying points 
fur its supporters ; and the oircum- 
Rtanco of I ho ro-elei;iion of every moin- 
ber ol the GovernmJi;L hliows that thoy 
bad not niincalculaied public sentiui nt. 
In Beokiiip re-u!uc ion, on ucoeptiajj; tlie 
position of Premier, Sir J.imoH McDnl- 
looh issued the oOcUBtoincd addrosa (o 

"the eleot'TS of M'ruingtin, Tlio ad- 
dress contained the f'diowing RiiHiuii'ui 1^ 
pronounced pa^'^ago ; ' Tho Fudui ation 
of I ho AuiJralaHhiii Colonies is a Biibjeel 
of growiofj' iinportaneo, and thu Gov- 
ernment will heartily co-oparate with 
any or all of the other ColcAies in order 
to Fecttre the advantag ;« ot a union on 
many p"iiiis of common iruorest.' 

.There is in all the Au-<i ra'aaiun Co'Oiiies 

'a dinponiti n inanifostefl to labor for 
tho one cuimnon end; and, with tho 
initiative ihuB taken by tho strong Got- 

.erajpaent of tbo inflaeotial Colony of 
viotoria, we may expect to see ilio 
pchcino very soon aesnme a practionl 
gbapo. And who will cju'-'stiou the wis- 
dom of Huuli a tnovomtjnl '{ Australasia, 
no le«H iban liritish Amorica, will find 
Btronglh in such a union, — fitrongtli 
alike for ioiernal development and ex- 
ternal ronig'aneo or deleino. Wo have 
just seen Canada animated with all tho 
martial -pint of a nation, lUid tlio vin 
or ol the ehasti-oincnt inflicted Upon tho 
Fenian lilitmsterrt may bo accepted an 
the iirut Iruils of Confederatiim ; and 
allhoagb ^be Colon ies of Australasia are 
less likely to bo menaced from witbotit, 
yet circuins'nnces nro coric.MVkble in 
which tho siiieiy < 1 the Brili.-h B'.:ttlo- 
muntti ill the Souttiorn S 'aa couUi l):3 
cff.'Ctuaily Hocurod only by the coalesced 
forces and ooutederaio Hpirit of iho 
Others, tbey being now independent cf 
any tie, except the almost nominal and 
Bentimoiitd ono which coniiecis thoin 
with tho British Ciowii.

equipped fleoi, which may nndortake 
tho charge of keeping tho peaco in 
Southern waters. It is quite possible 
thai in Australasia, as on this continent, 
Cohtodoration nay not, in tho first 
iiiHianoe, tako ItavwideBt raoge.

T'his, ilki; all the teat, was 
terminated after immeuse tatiga'saod gratt 
losses on both side*. In 1849 lie relieved 
Bonaada Irom tilooi'iulii, nnil ttonned the 
Arab lorlresH of Z lalobii, lending his men in 
tho assault. Tbia Inst acbicviuieiit biougliL 
bis roo;<ll and his amploynicnt on pueues ■ 
more wido-apread honor and ksa woik. At 
Ihu nomination of Louis Nupnloon no Prosi- 
dcr.i, Canroberl JoiDed his party, llu bo 
came general in' the l^ew Uepoblic, ai^d in 
the (ouj) a'etat b(.d oomofaad of ooe of the 



diviaioDs of Iho Army of Paris, and assisted 
in the repression ol the popular dipsitiafuc- 
tion. Some political functions of consider- 
ahla importance wore next asaignod to him, 
and iu 1858 ho became general ol di- 
visinn. Oanrobert was sent to Turkey in 
1854, in command of the first divlnoo of 
the Army of tbe Eaat. Tba iolroduoiory 
eampiiigo of the Dobrnts'sha was unfortu- 
nate, and Ibis division snQered terribly from 
chdler.i. Subsiquenily, when Ibe centre ol 
inililiiry oporatiuna was changed lo Ihe Cri» 
mca, ha wus at the battle of Alma and was 
slightly wounded. Two days afterwards, 
when S\ Arnault, commaoder-ia'<cbial ol-lbe 
Frenob, waa dying, he tnrbed over tba oom- 
raand.to Oanroborf, who moved immodiattly 
on Sebastapol, constructed several batieries 
aud opened Ore with tbe inteaiion of earrying 
tha fortress by direct aa-ault, but finding 
this i.rpraotionble he forthwith laid down a 
plan of gi|;auiic investraeut. At Inkernian 
•iG wiia attain wounded, iiig mode of pro- 
cedure not being saiiafaotory to Lord Rag- 
lan, tha British commander, Canrobert was 
lelieved by Pelissier Irom tho chief com- 
mand and resumed duty at tbe head rl his 
own oorp?. In I8GG he wes made Marshal 
ot France. In the French-Austrian wai'ne 
was at tbe head of tha third ooris. Ha was 
at .Magenta and Solierino. Since tbo close 
of that war ho haa been engaged in several 
ofriccs iu France of no special iotsrest to the 
general reader, and oven his voto in 18S1 
if^ainal Ibe temporal power of the Pope must 
bo rrgarded rather aa a matter o( military 
nbedienoo or policy than of any personal 
opinion.
